on July 26. 


Besides telling the Japanese ci- 


vilians that they would be treated 
uslly, the ultimatum also gave a 
stern warning that the only alcrna- 
.ivc 
for Japan was "prompt and 
utter destruction." 
The leaflets were dropped 
on 
many cities which also 
received 
warnings from the 20th Aii' Force 
that they were marked for

slruclion by fire unless Japan got 
out of the war. 
The leaflets sought to carry the 
word to the people themselves, ap- 
parently on the assumption that the 
Japanese leaders were deceiving 
their civilians as to the intentions 
of the three powers, and that the 
people had been misled as to the 
great forces arrayed against them.
